John Smith ’35 Has a Fever 


FON W. BOARDMAN, Jr. 


Columbia University Press 


Joun SMITH 735 is now leaving college. If 
he is an average John Smith, he is suffering 
from a disease known as “anti-book-buying 
fever.” The medical profession cannot help 
him. The only ones who can treat him are 
the ones who are most likely to suffer from 
the spread of his ailment. They are the 
booksellers and publishers. 

But isn’t the atmosphere in which John 
has just spent four years a treatment in it- 
self for this insidious illness of the brain 
cells? Not at all. It is quite likely that he 
may have caught the disease right on the 
campus. 

Perhaps we can diagnose the trouble and 
isolate the germ that infects thousands each 
year. First of all, there is the animal known 
as the “required course” and the poisonous 
companion that feeds on it. This latter is 
known as the “textbook.” 

Not that all textbooks 
that all textbooks affect all John Smiths. 
Some are poisonous to everyone. Fortu- 
nately, this type is dying out because of the 
active breeding of a new species which does 
not look, act or affect readers the way the 
old-time textbook did. 

But let us trace the start of an average case 
ot the disease. John is required to take a 
course in which he is not interested. He is 
torced to buy one or more texts. Often, 
and probably necessarily, such books are ex- 
pensive. Once he is through with the course, 
however, he is through with the book. If 
it was a good text—that is, if it didn’t look 
or act like a textbook—he may not have 
suffered any serious consequences. If it was 


are poisonous, or 


a bad text, as well as a course he didn’t care 
about, he probably has the anti-book-buying- 
fever already. 

He may be able to get rid of the germ by 
passing the book on to an underclassman. 
Unfortunately, a barrier is sometimes im- 
posed at this point which prevents his re- 
covery. A “revised edition” may appear. 
John can’t get the old book out of his sys- 
tem or off his hands. Rightly or wrongly, 
the revised edition looks very much like a 
racket to John, and his illness is thereby 
aggravated. 

He then is seriously ill and feels a wave 
of nausea every time he has to buy a book. 
Most unfortunate of all is the fact that he 
often feels that the college bookstore has 
been the source of his infection. 

Young Smith can get the disease in a 
more general way, of course. Economic cir- 
cumstances often increase the fever even it 
texts are good and his courses interest him. 
He is “required” to buy books when he has 
to make every penny count in order to go 
to college at all. Books are thus a neces- 
sary evil—ike tuition—instead of a desirable 
necessity. This aspect of the ailment can be 
—and is—carried over to apply to books in 
general. 

John is also sometimes slightly crushed by 
the press of time. Being busy with his 
studies, he finds little time to read for enjoy- 
ment or in the pursuit of his individual in- 
terests. He comes to look upon reading as 
consisting of “doing” so many pages for 
such-and-such a course by such-and-such a 
time. 
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We have now diagnosed the illness enough 
to see, perhaps, that it can be picked up, 
sometimes unconsciously, in various ways. 
The net result is that by the end of his four 
years, John Smith hates to spend money for 
books of any sort. 


Some Anti-toxins 


Luckily, this disease is not incurable. 
There are within the newly created Bachelor 
of Arts some anti-toxins that can be used to 
cure him. If booksellers and publishers can 
encourage and stimulate these, John can be 
cured—or, if he should be taken in hand 
early enough, he need never become ill at 
all. 

The focal point of this fight is the college 
bookstore, but the store must have a favor- 
able reputation if it is to give treatment suc- 
cessfully. Such a reputation can be partly 
achieved through publicity—publicity which 
may have to be manufactured and which 
sometimes costs money. 

For example, the second hand _ textbook 
business is often a large one. It may be done 
through the college store as middleman, or 
it may be carried on by individual students. 
In the latter case there is usually lots of 
confusion. 

Order can be brought out of this with 
profit—although maybe not monetary—to 
the bookstore. An exchange can be set up 
whereby students can trade books. All the 
store need do is provide the facilities. The 
student governing body, for instance, can 
provide student help. 

What does this get the bookstore? First 
of all, it brings students into the store. Sec- 
ondly, it secures good publicity in several 
ways. Leading students have contact with 
the bookstore personnel; the store will get 
news stories in the college paper. 

In recent months the student library con- 
tests have shown another way in which book- 
sellers can encourage John Smith to throw 
off the disease. So much has already been 
written on this subject that no further dis- 
cussion is needed here. 

Some college stores are known for their 
encouragement of the art of browsing. Many 
more might do the same. It is a sort of rest 
cure for those suffering from the fever and 
may go a long way toward curing them. 

Contact with young authors is a good way 
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of dispelling some of the mental gloom that 
ordinarily accompanies the anti-book-buying- 
fever. Most colleges have at least one im- 
portant author among their alumni, Pyb- 
licity and cash sales might result if book- 
shops made it possible for the lowly under- 
graduate to meet such persons. Or, if not 
alumni, wouldn’t the personal appearance 
of young authors and critics have an appeal 
to John Smith because they are nearer him 
in years? 

The above suggestions, such as they are, 
are not cures that can be applied by the col- 
lege bookstore alone. Most of them can be 
used by other stores in treating the under- 
graduate, or the non-college John Smith who 
may be suffering from the same malady. If 
such a store does not have college groups, it 
will be likely to have other groups of youths 
in the community through which it can 
work, 


Publisher Can Help, Too 


The publisher, unfortunately, is a little 
more remote from the sufferer he would like 
to help cure. His aid can be most valuable 
through the encouragement of better text- 
books. And one of the most important at- 
tributes of such texts, at least in this situa- 
tion, is that they should not appear to be 
textbooks at all. 

We started out at John Smith’s Commence- 
ment. Let us follow him for a few steps 
more. Besides the anti-book-buying fever— 
which can be treated and which in the fu- 
ture we hope to prevent before John gradu: 
ates—John doesn’t have very much money 
right now and probably not much of a job, 
either. 

Yet on the whole, he is more likely than 
many others to be better off in the future. 
Even though he now has this illness, he 
can be treated and perhaps nursed out of it. 
In that case he will find after his convales- 
cence that buying a book now and then is a 
pleasant experience. 

In conclusion, let us face the fact that in 
treating this disease we are going to have 
to invest some time and money. If we cure 
the patient, we can collect from him when 
the cure is made. 

And if we don’t make this investment, 
the ranks of tomorrow’s book buyers are 


going to be sadly depleted. 
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The Browsing-Room in the New 
University of Oregon Library 


KARL W. ONTHANK 


Dean of Personnel Administration, University of Oregon 


DurING THE TEN YEARS or more that the Uni- 
versity of Oregon has been seeking the new 
library for which PWA funds were finally 
provided, a committee consisting of the li- 
brarian and a few other staff members has 
been busy at plans for the building. The 
library buildings of the country, particularly 
those embodying more recent library prac- 
tices, have been studied and the library needs 
of this particular campus analyzed with a 
view to planning a building which would 
give, within the limits of the available funds, 
the most needed service. The writer, as a 
member of this committee, has been engaged 
in this enterprise from the beginning. He 
has been especially interested in provisions 
for non-required reading and for the utiliza- 
tion of library resources toward the general 
cultural development of students and the 
elevation of student intellectual life, quite 
apart from their use as specific tools for 
scholarship and research. 

It was early agreed that a room should be 
set aside for “browsing’—that is a room 
where students might freely examine books 
on open shelves and select those which might 
strike their fancy either for reading at home, 
or in the room itself. But it was only after 
long study and much mature thought that 
its character, and its location in the building, 
were settled. No particular claim is made 
for originality in planning this feature of the 
library, for we are indebted to many libraries 
and librarians for ideas and_ suggestions 
which were freely borrowed and used. 

The final plans, now being embodied in 
the building, placed the browsing-room on 
the main floor, in the space between the two 
principal entrances. It is a room approxi- 
mately 25 by go feet extending along the 
front of the building. Windows along one 
side, a north exposure, provide ample day- 
light. Approximately one fourth of the dis- 
tance from each end, partial walls divide the 
room into three sections. 

The entrance to the room is through easy- 


swinging doors opening into the central por- 
tion of the room from the main corridor of 
the building, directly opposite the central 
lobby containing the circulation desk and 
catalog files. The room will accordingly be 
at the cross-roads, the busiest spot in the 
whole building. The doors are to be wide 
and of transparent glass so that passers-by 
may look into the central area of the room, 
see what is going on there and, also, if they 
desire, who is there. 

Over the doorway or upon the doors them 
selves is to be a notice which will say, in 
effect at least, “Studying Forbidden. This 
Room is Set Apart for Reading for Pleasure 
Only.” The furnishings and “atmosphere” 
of the room are planned to conform to this 
idea. There will be few tables and many 
easy chairs. Floor lamps, pictures, draperies, 
handsome bookshelves, fireplaces, will be in 
contrast with the stiff orderliness characteris- 
tic of institutional buildings. The walls will 
be lined with shelves, all at comfortable 
height for the convenient inspection of books. 
Attractive posters will designate the various 
special shelves which have already been de- 
veloped or may be started in the future. 

Fireplaces at each end of the room, that is 
in each of the small end-divisions of the 
room, when the room is in use, will actually 
be ablaze. Easy chairs will be arranged 
around them and floor lamps conveniently 
at elbow. Chairs elsewhere in the room will 
be placed in small groups and singly, and 
will be of a height, and depth, to suit a 
variety of tastes in comfort. Some under- 
standing benefactor may, perchance, provide 
a few footstools and ottomans so that feet 
may be raised to that comfortable elevation 
so essential to restful reading. Lest anyone 
think that public funds will be spent on 
luxurious furnishings (despite frequent and 

erhaps less warranted examples in not a few 
public buildings) it should be said that it 
is expected that the furnishings of the room, 
above the essential minimum, will be pro- 
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vided from various gift funds available or in 
prespect. Incidentally, some of the books for 
the present collections have come from gifts 
and others may reasonably be expected. 

Students will be free to browse about the 
room sampling books as they wish, without 
let or hindrance. An attendant will always 
be on duty, however, partly for the supervi- 
sion necessary to insure essential quiet and 
order (unless responsibility for this should 
be taken over by the students themselves), 
mainly, however, to charge out books sampled 
and desired for reading at home. The quali- 
fications of the person in charge of this room 
might easily be made the subject of a special 
essay. He—or she—must at the outset re- 
gard the function not as a task but as a 
glorious opportunity, envied, as it will be, by 
every real book lover on the campus. It will 
require a rare gift for being conveniently 
present at the particular spot in the room 
where needed, whether to administer a re- 
buke for disturbing others as though it were 
a compliment for courtesy, or to suggest the 
shelf—less frequently the volume—where a 
student may find expression for some vaguely 
stirring interest. 

A few of the collections will probably not 
be permitted to be taken from the room, 
but most of the books will be available for 
circulation. Books will be returned to the 
main circulation desk and when discharged 
will be replaced in the room. 

It is quite probable that some books will 
be lost, but experience with a number of open 
shelves, receiving even less supervision than 
is proposed here, leads us to believe that the 
loss will be relatively small. Books are occa- 
sionally borrowed from these shelves without 
the formality of proper charging, but, more 
often than not, they are returned in due time. 
Furthermore, it is not expected that many of 
the books in the browsing-room will be ex- 
pensive, although, so far as possible, they 
will be new and recent. Limitation of 
funds, if not deliberate design, requires that 
most of them come from the dollar lists and 
from reprints and publishers’ remainders, or 


otherwise acquired at relatively small cost. 
Replacements, even if a number should be 


necessary, will not run into figures of size. 
The special shelves referred to above, on 


which the library already displays books in 
special fields of interest—shelves which, in- 


deed, are more often than not relatively va- 
cant because the books are in the hands of 
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student readers—include the following: Col- 
lege Life; Vocations; Love and Marriage; 
Current Events and the New Deal; Univer- 
sity Lecturers; New Books; Seven Day 
Books; Special Interest. The books of these 
collections are now shelved in open cases con- 
veniently close to the circulation desk where 
students may look through them and select 
those which they desire. In the new library 
they will be arranged conspicuously in th 
browsing-room where more adequate space 
will permit more effective display. 

As suggested at the outset, the room was 
placed deliberately in the most central and 
accessible spot in the whole building. The 
building is planned so that the special facili- 
ties for graduate students will be on the 
third floor and those for upper division stu- 
dents on the second. On the main floor are 
the reading rooms for the numerous lower 
division students and the general services 
used by all. The central lobby will be a 
spot where students will wait for desired 
books to be brought from the stacks, or for 
friends looking up references, in the catalog: 
it is here that they will meet their “dates” 
and will come and go in groups, couples, 
and singly every hour that the library is open. 
Through the glass doors will be plainly visi 
ble the open shelves of attractive books, with 
students looking through them, selecting onc 
or several, sitting down in comfortable 
chairs, looking through them and reading. 
What more natural and convenient than to 
step in and look through a book while 
waiting! 

The writer is quite aware that the morc 
common practice is to place the browsing 
room in some quiet corner of the building, 
deliberately apart from the stream of student 
traffic, where one may retire for uninterrupted 
devotion to his passion for books. If all, or 
even a majority of the students, were pos 
sessed by such a love for books and reading 
that they would seek out such a room, that 
would certainly be the place for it. But prac 
tically every study ever made of student read 
ing, and universal common observation, testify 


that, notwithstanding many and sometimes 
distinguished exceptions, American college 


students as a rule do not have when they 


enter college, nor even when they graduate, 
such a compelling interest in books that they 
could be expected to look for and use such 


a room. It is notorious that students in de- 
partments not requiring library reading may 
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spend years on a campus without ever enter- 
ing the library building; that most students 
who are required to use the reserve-book and 
the reference rooms learn pathetically little 
about the rest of the building. How would 
these students ever discover a browsing col- 
lection in a secluded “upper room?” The 
answer is, of course, that they would not, 
and that the room would be used only by a 
limited number of confirmed book lovers— 
or by others for purposes of rest. 

The aim embodied in this room, as must 
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by now be obvious, is frankly to provide pri- 
marily, not a retreat for accomplished book 
lovers (however much joy their kind may 
find in it), but beguilement for non-reading 
students. It is to be free from all odor of 
requirement and to be baited by the choicest 
lures of the booktrade, cast with the cun- 
ning hand of the wily circulation librarian. 
With the best of luck and skill enough will 
escape, but once the bait is fairly taken the 
victim is hooked for life. From this time on 
he will do the rest, very largely by himself. 


The Children’s Book Department

ls THERE A BOOKSELLER who does not thank 
his stars for the children’s book tables? In 
these surprising times a good juvenile book 
is one item that doesn’t turn right around 
in the middle of its run of popularity and 
stick its tongue out at you. If it is a good 
item, it is fairly sure to be good for some 
time to come, 

Take “Mary Poppins” for instance. Who, 
once having met this lady, can stop until 
every customer on the list knows her story? 

And what dog story of any consequence 
has not survived maay seasons? Our most 
persistent selling is from the shelves of Hin- 
kle’s dog and horse stories and the dollar 
Terhune dog books, and such handsome 
things as O’Brien’s “Silver Chief” and Will 
James’ perennial “Smoky.” A customer who 
wants something for “a child who has every- 
thing in the way of books” feels secure in 
taking one of these, when he is dubious about 
the standard titles that appear in many dif- 
ferent editions, The beautiful Scribner Illus- 
trated Classics enhance any display of chil- 
dren’s books. The Petersham-illustrated Story 
of Things We Use series has become a staple 


item. The “Oz” books always have been. 


Our most successful merchandising item 
this past season was the big combination 
Grimm-Andersen,” with Anne Anderson’s 


illustrations. 

_In dealing with very young customers, we 
find that what matters most is to make them 
forget self-consciousness, and enjoy coming 
in, We greet them by name whenever it is 
possible, chat with them whenever time per- 
mits. When we can’t decide between two 


titles, we toss a penny and let the penny de- 
cide for us. Penny-tossing, we find, has be- 
come an institution that we have let ourselves 
in for, and we are called upon to play this 
game frequently. 

Enlisting the child’s help in drawing up a 
“want list” filed in the department for quick 
reference, we find is the surest way to bring 
in relatives and friends who don’t know what 
the child has already read. The child likes 
the idea of “my list” and is sure to mention 
it frequently. This list serves as reference, too, 
when he is away at school or camp, and we 
are called on to send books to him. 

There is a marked absence in our recent 
individual lists of the type of stories best 
known as “heroics.” Today’s child is a bit 
blasé toward fabulous knights and _ ladies, 
excepting, of course, certain of the classics. 
In place of these, we are asked for such adult 
titles as “Lives of a Bengal Lancer” and simi- 
lar accounts of adventure appearing on the 
lists submitted by the twelves and early ‘teens. 
Of mystery stories we never seem to have 
enough new titles in the popular price field. 

Stamp albums, at the moment, are bring- 
ing in many new customers. The various ra- 
dio programs promoting stamp collecting 
have suddenly put new life into this section 
of the department. In window displays of 
these items, it has proved profitable to fea- 


ture, in addition to albums, catalogs and 


stamps, a complete line of atlases and even 
foreign dictionaries. Add to this the popu- 
lar Grosset Children of All Nations series 


and other stories of children in various coun- 
tries and the result is a delightful window. 
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HOLD every man a debtor to his profession, 
Raa the which, as men of course do seek to re- 
ceive countenance and profit, so ought they of duty 
to endeavor themselves, by way of amends, to be a 


help and ornament thereunto. —BAacon. 


Tie Up With Headlines 

THE PUBLIC'S INTEREST in dramatic world 
events can do much to help the bookseller 
lure crowds into stopping in front of his store 
by such window displays, for instance, as 
those of Putnam’s and Brentano’s book stores 
during the past week featuring Ethiopian 
material in connection with the new second 
edition of Gordon MacCreagh’s “The Last 
of Free Africa.” 

Still another example of timeliness in dis- 
play during the current week was the placing 
on exhibit in the Lord & Taylor bookshop of 
one of the original $20,000 copies of the 
“Seven Pillars of Wisdom” tying this up with 
the new complete edition published by Dou- 
bleday. It will be remembered that there 
were only 100 copies of the original edition, 
and the illustrations which were made for it 
by a famous artist are included in the re- 
print edition. It was one of the interesting 
episodes of that strange publishing event that 
“Revolt in the Desert” (an abridged ver- 
sion of “Seven Pillars of Wisdom”), pub- 
lished simultaneously in England and Amer- 
ica in 1927, was withdrawn almost immedi- 
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ately in England but kept on the market ia 
America. 


These are only a few instances of the many 


opportunities for effective promotion which 
the headlines of the daily paper hold forth 
for the bookseller. 


Government Acts to Stop 
Obscene Circulars 


FEDERAL AUTHORITIES have brought action 
against Esar Levine of New York, who on 
July 15th was held in $500 bail in the United 
States District Court after having been ar- 
raigned before Judge Francis G. Caffey, 
charged with the use of the mails in sending 
obscene circulars. The charge was brought 
by Chester A. Battles, Post Office Inspector, 
and the complaint had been precipitated bv 
the fact that Mr. Levine, who has operated 
as the Panurge Press, the Forum Librorum 
and Robin Hood House, had been using a 
mailing list which included the names of sev- 
eral hundred young people between the ages 
of eleven and sixteen. Mr. Levine when vis- 
ited by the authorities surrendered six books 
to the Postal Inspector which are now being 
examined by the United States Attorney. 

The defendant in 1925 while still in college 
had been arrested for having published Frank 
Harris’s “My Life,” and in 1926 served two 
and a half months in the penitentiary for sell- 
ing indecent photographs. 

For some time New York has been the 
center of mail-order business by sex-lure cir- 
culars, and this case may result in more 
general action against this line of business 
on the ground of using the mails in a fraud- 
ulent manner as well as circulating obscene 
matter. Because of the inclination of most 
people to buy erotica by mail, a large mail- 
order business has been developed, and offices 
controlling mailing lists have specialized in 
serving this type of business, a business re- 
ported to be highly profitable. A_ great 
amount of the mailing has been done by new 
people who have entered into the field from 
time to time and by people who have oper- 
ated under such varying names as the Amer- 
ican Ethnological Press, Risus Press, the Vol- 
ume Guild, Jul-Mar Publishing Company, 
the Pickwick Bookshop, etc. 

The writing of the circulars has become 
a special advertising formula in itself, and 
whatever the scientific purpose or historical 
background of the books, the circulars en- 
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deavor to clinch sale by laying on the adjec- 
tives as thickly as possible. A feature of sales 
technique is to assume that those who can 
order from the circulars must be adults, or 
that the sale is restricted to physicans or 
those interested in scientific research. One 
circular reads, “Subscription price $6, regis- 
tered limited edition, sold to physicians only.” 
The circular, however, is sent broadcast. An- 
other reads, “The most secret of French pri- 
vate classics has at last been made into the 
most delightful of English erotic narratives. 
You have here pretty nearly everything about 
love that is worth knowing.” And, the cir- 
cular goes on to say, “As this work can be 
sold only to lawyers, students of psychology 
and physicians, please fill out the accompany- 
ing order form. Orders from minors will not 
be filled.” Still another circular takes up the 
subject in a pseudo-scientific way, “The su- 
preme sexologist of all times intimately de- 
scribes his strange adventures in untrodden 
fields of anthropology. This colossal master- 
piece towers above all other works on curious 
sexual practices. This circular contains speci- 
men anecdotes of which there are hundreds 
of such amazing, fascinating anecdotes of an- 
thropological curiosa.” This particular cir- 
cular typifies a common sales argument in 
stating that “The book is published in a 
sumptuous de luxe edition, handsome format 
of severe beauty, bound in rich backed jade 
green case, especially manufactured for this 
de luxe edition, the designer having achieved 
a sumptuous product done in most elegant 
taste, contemporary design, privately printed 
for members of the American Anthropologi- 
cal Society.” Sometimes the book described 
has already won its place in general litera- 
ture as in the case of Gustave Flaubert’s 
“November,” though it is doubtful whether 
the author would recognize his work from 
the text of the circular describing it. Fur- 
ther examples of the efforts of the writers 
of these circulars to “spread the knowledge 
of science” are shown in such titles as “A Sex- 
ual Criminal,” “120 Days in Sodom,” “Voo- 
doo Eros,” “Ethnological Studies of the Sex 
Life of African Aboriginals.” Only an inter- 
national authority on languages could pierce 
the modicum of truth that lies under these 
fantastically described volumes, and there 1s 
possibility that the Post Office Department 
may prosecute this case against Esar Levine 
on the grounds of fraud rather than on other 
grounds, 
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Selling More Guide Books 


IN COMMENTING on the rapidly increasing 
number of tourists who are coming to Amer- 
ica from Europe, Business Week, says: “Their 
aching feet lack the guide which serves the 
tar-browsing American—the Baedeker. The 
last American Baedeker was published some 
years before the Big War. In a country that 
rebuilds and shifts constantly that guide is 
about as obsolete as ‘The Oregon Trail.’ 
Federal Relievers, scratching about for white 
collar work projects, are considering com 
pilation by jobless writers of an up-to-date 
American Guide.” 

Americans traveling in their own country 
have never been greatly interested in buying 
extensive, or expensive guide books. Baede 
ker’s “United States,” a mine of information, 
was sold chiefly to those who visited us from 
across the water. The admirably conceived 
series of Rider’s Guides, ceased when New 
York, Washington, California and Bermuda 
had been covered. There is no book that 
compares with Terry’s Guidebook of Mexico 
and none we know of in preparation. The 
issuing of such a guide would not naturally 
be a government project unless the object 
was to give people work, charging off the 
cost of editing to relief. The compilation of 
such guides requires infinite care, for with 
the enormous amount of detail involved there 
are many chances for error, and if an Amer- 
ican Guide were to be issued it should be 
revised every five years or so, each edition 
being an improvement on the one preced 
ing it. 

If there is no satisfactory general guide 
book available there is at least a great amount 
of regional literature available which local 
bookstores can readily sell. This is the type 
of local promotion that was carried on effec- 
tively by the dealers in Connecticut who 
got behind the Star Library reprint of “Con 
necticut Beautiful.” It may be that other 
books on different sections of the country 
timed to fit certain occasions and backed by 
special campaigns would receive special at- 
tention by booksellers in those sections of the 
country. 

With home travel again on the increase 
supplemented by the increase in the number 
of tourists from abroad some comprehensive 
program of travel book promotion ought to 
be undertaken in which both publishers and 
booksellers may have a part.

Robert O. Ballou 
Ballou Joins Robert M. McBride 


Rosert O. Batxiou will discontinue his own 
imprint on August Ist in order to join forces 
with Robert M. McBride & Co. 

As a part of its new expansion program 
McBride moved this week to larger quarters 
at 116 East 16th Street, New York City, two 
blocks from the old location at 4 West 16th 
Street. The McBride monthly magazine 
Travel and the Dodge Publishing Company, 
publishers of books and art calendars, an 
afhliate of McBride, will be housed in the new 
offices which occupy the entire floor space of 
the 11th and rath stories of the building. 

Mr. Ballou was one of the original mem- 
bers of the firm of Jonathan Cape & Harri- 
son Smith, Inc., in 1929 and was active in 
that company until its discontinuance. Carry- 
ing on his contacts with a group of authors 
he filled an editorial position with Brewer, 
Warren and Putnam until that firm ceased 
operations. In November, 1932, he founded 
his own imprint. Since then he has pub- 
lished books by Julia Peterkin, Elisabeth 
Wilkins Thomas, John Steinbeck, Hans 
Carossa, Saul Padoner, Henry Roth and 


others. He feels now that his publishing ac- 
tivities can be more productive under the 
McBride imprint than they have been as an 
individual publisher. 


Whitaker Catalog Progresses 


Work on the new Whitaker’s “Reference 
Catalog,” an inclusive book-reference index 
of all books in print and on sale in the Brit- 
ish Isles, is progressing so rapidly that publi- 
cation is now certain to take place on sched- 
uled time, in November. The office of the 
Publishers’ Weekly will distribute this work 
in the United States. The catalog will extend 
to 2,000 pages and will list books published 
by more than 550 houses. Especial care is 
being taken with the binding and paper so 
that the volume will be able to withstand 
many years of hard wear. 

The new Inclusive Index form will give 
in separate “Author” and “Title and Subject” 
indices the author, title, editor, translator, 
size, number of pages, series, number of edi- 
tion, whether illustrated, binding where other 
than cloth, whether net or non-net, and pub- 
lisher’s name, the full details being given 
after each entry whether author, title or 
subject. 

In the preliminary pages there will be a 
list of publishers’ names with full annotation 
as to the types of books they produce. 


Two New Student Prizes 


Tue Cuicaco WE ts Crus has established a 
prize of $50 in books for the senior who pos- 
sesses the best personal library, to be judged 
by a professor of English, the head librarian 
and a member of the Chicago Club. In order 
to get the student body interested, Mrs. Al- 
bert R. Martin, Jr., who was active in estab- 
lishing the award, will give a lecture on book 
collecting at the college in the fall. 
President Beury of Temple University in 
Philadelphia has accepted the offer of George 
W. Jacobs, Philadelphia bookseller, of an 
award of $50 in books to the student at 
Temple who shall be adjudged to have col- 
lected the most worthy library in accordance 
with the principles outlined in the pamphlet 
on Student Library Prizes recently issued by 
the Joint Board of Publishers and Book- 


sellers. 
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ASCAP Signs New Contract 


A NEW FIVE-YEAR CONTRACT has been signed 
between the National Association of Broad- 
casters and the American Society of Com- 
posers, Authors and Publishers providing for 
a continuation of the old royalty rate of 5° 
on all advertising programs in which copy- 
righted music is used and a slight increase 
in the rates for the sustaining programs of 
the three key stations of the major networks. 
This contract was signed in spite of the fact 
that the National Association of Broadcasters 
favored allowing the owner of a copyright 
to fix his own fee as reported in Publishers’ 
Weekly last week.

English Discount 


ONLY BY APPROVAL of the Joint Advisory 
Committee of Booksellers and Publishers can 
an English bookseller, wholesaler, exporter or 
library obtain a discount. At the recent con- 
ference of the Associated Booksellers of 
Great Britain and Ireland held in Bourne- 
mouth, the secretary of the Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation estimated that in the seven months 
from October, 1934, 455 inquiries had been 
received asking for trade recognition. Ques- 
tionnaires were sent to all these people ask- 
ing for details as to their business. A hundred 
and thirty-three failed to return the ques- 
tionnaires and therefore were granted no 
privileges. Of the balance 172 were deemed 
worthy of trade recognition. A charge of 
7s. 6d. is paid by all applicants to cover the 
expenses of handling this bureau of inquiry. 
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Carnegie Booklist Issued 


THE FIFTH EDITION of the “International 
Mind Alcove Booklist,” compiled by Amy 
Heminway Jones, has just been issued by 
the Carnegie Endowment for International 
Peace. This list now includes children’s 
books as well as books for adults, all classi- 
fied by country.

Add Maine Novels

titles, naturally, belong in any list of Maine 
books. Mr. Huston reports that there have 
been inquiries as to why nothing by Laura 
E. Richards was included. He says “Mrs. 
Richards is not a native of Maine, though 
she has lived here for years. We did con- 
sider her but her best known things such as 
‘Captain January,’ seem to be juveniles. Per- 
haps we should have mentioned her.” 


New Pepys Material 


ArTHUR BryANtT’s BioGRAPHY of Samuel 
Pepys will extend to three volumes, instead 
of two, as was originally planned. The first 
volume, published by Macmillan, brought 
the chronicle of Pepys’s life to the end of the 
Diary and the death of his wife in 1669. The 
second volume, announced for fall, subtitled 
“The Years of Peril,” will carry the story on 
to the end of the Popish plot and Pepys’s 
return to the King’s Service in 1683. The 
third volume of new material recently dis- 
covered, will embrace Pepys’s second period 
at the Admiralty and the years of his retire- 
ment. This new biography is bound to have 
a very special interest to all readers of Pepys’s 


“Diary.”

Bookshop Notes

CHARLES R. DENNEN 


CuarLes Ray DENNEN, proprietor of Dennen’s 
Book Store in Detroit, died on July rst at his 
summer home in Maine where he had gone 
to regain his health. Born in Auburn, New 
York, Mr. Dennen began his business career 
in Ann Arbor, Mich., with J. V. Sheehan. 
Later he came to Detroit and worked his way 
up to the position of manager of the Sheehan 
firm. In 1914 he opened Dennen’s Book 
Shop where he did a very fine business up 
until 1931 when he went bankrupt. The 
business was reorganized and is still being 
carried on.

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Rare Book Dealers’ Problems 


The Major Task Is to Maintain an Adequate Supply of Genuine 
Rarities for American Collectors 


FREDERICK M. HOPKINS 


Nor sINcE THE END of the World War has 
the rare book market been confronted with 
conditions more difficult to appraise, or more 
likely to be miscalculated, than faces it today. 
In the weeks immediately following Armi- 
stice Day, in 1918, the general opinion was 
held that the American market would be 


flooded with rarities from England and the 
Continent. Many expected to add to their 
collections at bargain prices. But the early 
sales did not give such opportunities. Auctions 
were well attended, collectors showed a keen 


interest, the tendency of prices was to ad- 
vance sharply and the rare book trade pros- 
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pered. The decade prior to 1929 was a period 
of prices steadily advancing until they 
reached heights that astounded the rare book 
world. Paradoxical as it may seem, the flood 
of rarities created its own market. The ex- 
pected did not happen. What did take place 
was a demonstration that the demand for 
rarities of the right kind in America was 
greater than any one had imagined. 

The problem today is radically different. 
And it is vastly more difficult. The flood has 
subsided. Plenty has been followed by scar- 
city. We are at the point which Mitchell 
Kennerly foresaw several years ago when 
he said that the supply would soon be in- 
adequate to meet the demand. The depres- 
sion has delayed this condition, but the de- 
pression is passing. We shall soon be face to 
face with the problem of supply. The rare 
book dealer must have his stock before he 
can sell it. The biggest half of his task is in 
maintaining his supply; it is easier by far to 
dispose of it. What shall he buy, where shall 
he obtain it, how shall he make his market, 
and to whom shall he sell it? More than ever 
before, the problem of the rare book dealer 
is many-sided, requiring a clear understand- 
ing of the elements of success, increased re- 
sourcefulness in attaining it, and the right 
solution of many contributory factors. The 
most successful dealer will be the individual 


who meets all the requirements in the largest 
degree. 


The season of 1934-35 has shown a sub- 
stantial increase of business all along the 
line over the preceding year. The leadership 
of the American Art Association Anderson 
Galleries, Inc., with its increase of 30 per 
cent, has blazed the way. Collectors are 
ready to buy if the right material is offered, 
and they are willing to pay good prices in 
fair competition. It is said that an unusually 
large percentage of the business of this auc- 
tion house has been direct with collectors, 
due to the fact that dealers were slow in get- 
ting started. They were more alert toward 
the end of the season, and there are indi- 
cations that they will start work promptly 
when the coming season opens. This summer 
will be quiet as usual, but there is plenty 
of evidence that collectors are interested, that 
dealers are anxious for business, and that 
the auction houses are looking for consign- 
ments. But real success depends upon the 
volume of fresh material coming into the 
market. 
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There is no indication that there will be 
concentration upon a single line of collecting 
next season, as has been the case in some 
former years. Evidently there is a widespread 
interest in rare Americana and first editions 
of American authors. This is due in part to 
the general feeling that this material is lim- 
ited, rapidly being gathered from all avail. 
able sources, and will soon be difficult to 
obtain. This is quite probably true, and jis 
the cause of much of the activity of collectors 
in buying first editions, and of libraries in 
buying rare American historical material. 
First editions of American authors have fur- 
nished a substantial portion of the business 
of several auction houses and of many of the 
small rare book dealers. This classification, 
at this time, contributes the largest physical 
volume of stock, and is the easiest to sell. 
These conditions insure activity along these 
lines the coming season. 

But American collectors are sufficiently 
numerous and diversified in their tastes to 
furnish a dependable market for genuine 
rarities of every description. This has been 
shown year after year during the depression, 
and it is strikingly true this season in the 
records made by the American Art Associ- 
ation Anderson Galleries, Inc. For instance, 
when the letters of Elizabeth Barrett Brown- 
ing and Robert Browning were offered for 
sale here, a well known Englishman re- 
marked that “these letters should never have 


left England, for certainly they should bring 
more in London than in New York.” When 
they were knocked down to an American 
buyer for $40,000, no one in the British Isles 
ventured to say that the consignor made a 
mistake in sending the letters here to be sold. 
Similar conditions were true in a larger way 
when selections from the library of Lord 
Lothian, comprising rare Americana, early 
English literature and illuminated manu- 
scripts, were sold in New York when the 
depression was at its worst. And it is alto- 
gether probable that if a certain private col- 
lection of rare early English literature, the 
property of an American consignor, sold in 
London a few months ago, had been dis- 
persed in New York instead, it would have 
brought more than twice as much as it real- 
ized. The greatest advantage of the rare book 
trade of America is in its diversified market. 
This fact should never be overlooked. 

A hundred years ago there were few libra- 
ries in America, and very few important 
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private collections. Our public and uni- 
versity libraries and many large and val- 
uable private collections have been sup- 
plied during this period largely with 
hooks from abroad. Exportations in the last 
half century from Europe have drained that 
country of its rarities. We cannot depend 
upon England and the Continent to replen- 
ish the stock of our bookstores in the future. 
Importations at the present time are greatly 
reduced, due to foreign surplus stocks and 
unfavorable exchange. English booksellers re- 
port a more or less active demand from 
American collectors for books that is not 
easy to supply. They, too, are facing a scarcity 
of rare books necessary to maintain their 
American trade. With the return of better 
business conditions the demand for rare 
books will increase, scarcity will be more 
apparent, and prices must inevitably advance. 
It is a fundamental problem where our rare 
book stocks are to come from. What will 
our rare book shops sell? 

American dealers and collectors miscalcu- 
lated the effect of the flood of rarities follow- 
ing the adjustments of the World War. Mis- 
calculations may be made now. Unforeseen 
factors may become a part of the problem 
and affect its solution. Rising prices may 
bring many collections into the auction room 
and furnish temporary relief. There is a 
probability this may happen. But there is an- 
other side of this subject that should be 
considered, too. Most of the large and valu- 
able collections are owned by very rich men. 
In three-quarters of a century, some of the 
most valuable collections ever brought to- 
gether in the history of book collecting have 
become the property of the American people. 
For instance, the famous collections of John 
Carter Brown, James Lenox, J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, Henry E. Huntington and Henry C. 
Folger have become a part of or the founda- 
tions of great institutions. Millions upon mil- 
lions of dollars worth of rarities are gravi- 
tating in a similar direction. This phase fur- 
nishes a serious problem. What will its effect 
be upon the rare book trade? Who can tell? 

For a good deal more than a century Lon- 
don has been the center of the world’s rare 
book trade. American support has done 
much to entrench English leadership and 
supremacy. In the meantime, America has 
developed the largest number of earnest, 
determined, intelligent, resourceful collectors 
ever known in any country at any time. And, 
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it 1s estimated, there are 15,000 book buyers 
that may properly be classed as collectors, out 
of which future great collectors are likely 
to emerge. Our great universities are now 
taking a hand in adding recruits to this not 
inconsiderable army. We may be on the 
threshold of greater things, if new worlds in 
book collecting can be found to conquer. 
There is a development that may take place 
that appears natural and probable. The cen- 
ter of book collecting in the next century will 
undoubtedly be the United States. All indi- 
cations point that way. New York is its logi- 
cal market place. For centuries we have been 
going to London to buy books. With great 
collections drifting here to be dispersed, Eng- 
lishmen may be obliged to learn the way to 
New York to buy theirs in the not distant 
future. And, if they do, we venture to say 
they will enjoy the trip, be hospitably_ re- 
ceived, and well served. It would not appear 
difficult for New York to take this leader- 
ship, if we have the vision to lead. And, if 
we are slow to see the opportunity, or hesi- 
tate to take advantage of it, events more 
powerful than we can control may dictate 
our course, develop new leaders and force 
leadership. If this takes place, the conquests 
of the last century may be only a prelude to 
greater victories. 


Washington Relic to Harvard 


A retic of the first Washington administra- 
tion, drawing attention to the national finan- 
cial crisis faced by Secretary of the Treasury 
Hamilton, has been given to the Harvard 
Business School library by J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan. The gift is a receipt book made up of 
stubs retained by the United States Loan 
Office at New York in the issuance of United 
States certificates to individuals in exchange 
for obligations of the States assumed by the 
new Federal Government under the Fund- 
ing Act of August 4, 1790. The book of 
stubs is said to be the only item of the kind 
not in archives of the United States Govern- 
ment. Among other names recorded on the 
stubs are those of Andrew Craigie, formerly 
apothecary-general of the Revolutionary 
Army; Edward Livingston, the jurist; Brock- 
holst Livingston, later Justice of the Supreme 
Court; Joseph Barrell and James Watson, 
New York merchants; Comfort Sands, 
founder of the Atlantic Magazine; and John 
Pintard, the “father of historical societies in 


America.”

Rare Book Notes 


FREDERICK M. HOPKINS 


On THE FourtuH oF Juty the announcement 
was made that the frail old Declaration of 
Independence will not be moved again. It 
will not be transferred to the new Archives 
Building. Librarians and archivists have 
agreed, it is said, that the Declaration shall 
remain in its “shrine” in the Library of Con- 
gress, along with the Constitution of the 
United States. Between 2,000 and 3,000 per- 
sons go daily to this “shrine” on the second 
floor of the library to peer through yellow 
protecting glass at the two historic docu- 
ments. The Declaration of Independence is 
perhaps the most-travelled of American state 
papers. From the day in 1776 when it was 
signed in Philadelphia’s Independence Hall 
until it was lodged in the library’s “shrine” 
the Declaration wandered from city to city, 
and from department to department. Charles 
Thomson, secretary of the Continental Con- 
gress, carried it with him as he was driven 
by the dangers of war from Philadelphia to 
Baltimore, Lancaster, York, Princeton, An- 


napolis and New York. Afterward the Dec- 


laration was moved repeatedly as the new 
government was shifted from New York to 
Philadelphia, to Washington, and then from 
one temporary building to another. When 
the British set fire to buildings in Wash- 
ington in 1814, the Declaration was hastily 
thrown into a sack and carted off to Lees- 
burg, Va. Later it went on other travels, but 
when the new Library of Congress building 
was completed it was placed on view there. 
The affection and reverence of Americans 
for these two documents are shown by the 
ceaseless travel of visitors to see them. 


FROM CORRESPONDENCE in Bibliographical 
Notes and Queries it appears that the paper 
jacket or dust wrapper used for the protec- 
tion of new books has been in use for more 
than a century. John Carter reported to 
that publication his possession of the “Keep- 
sake” of 1833, which had. when he bought tt 
a biscuit-colored paper jacket with the ttle, 
name of the publisher and date of publica- 
tion printed on the front cover and adver- 
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tisements of other books on the back cover. 
The spine was innocent of print. Other cor- 
respondents have reported dust wrappers 
identined as of 1847, 1848, 1850, 1860, 1869, 
1870, and 1876. In the exhibition of book- 
bindings from the King’s Library at the Brit- 
ish Museum was the wardrobe book of the 
sons of Edward I, dated 1310, which was 
covered by a protective wrapper made of 
skin, “with hair scraped away in patches for 
the writing of the title on the under cover.” 
The New York Sun in commenting on these 
protective wrappers says: “Probably the four- 
teenth century example would have to be 
ruled out. It is sufficiently remarkable to learn 
that the dust wrapper has a history of more 
than a century. Certainly the paper jacket 
that covered the annual of 1833 was not ex- 
actly the equivalent of today’s brilliant and 
provocative examples, with their combination 
of art, usefulness and salesmanship. The dust 
wrapper is older than the blurb, but perhaps 
the exuberance of the latter has been the 
chief factor in making book collectors con- 
scious of the superior value of modern firsts 
clad in dust wrappers.” 


Catatoc No. 55, “One Hundred Precious 
Books Remarkable for their Fine Condition,” 
a 4to volume of 71 pages, with 41 illustra- 
tions, mostly full page, comes from William 
H. Robinson Ltd., of London. All of the 
items are selected for the discriminating col- 
lector. Those of special American interest in- 
clude Jonathan Carver’s “Travels through 
the Interior Parts of North America, in the 
Years 1766, 1767, and 1768,” 1781, the third 
and best edition; George Fox’s “Gospel-Truth 
Demonstrated, in a Collection of Doctrinal 
Books . . . containing Principles, Essential 
to Christianity and Salvation, held among the 
People called Quakers,’ London, 1706, with 
presentation inscription in the handwriting 
of William Penn; Louis Hennepin’s “A New 
Discovery of a Vast Country in America, ex- 
tending about Four Thousand Miles, be- 
tween New France and New Mexico,” etc., 2 
parts in 1 vol., London, 1698; Danckerts’s 
“Novi Belgii Novaeque Angliae nec non Vir- 
giniae Tabula,” circa 1651, containing one 
of the earliest maps of New York City of 
which only two other copies are known; 
Richard Gardiner’s “Memoirs of the Siege of 
Quebec,” 4to, London, 1761, a complete 
set of the King Philip’s War Tracts, entirely 
uncut and unbound in levant morocco slip

An IMPORTANT HISTORICAL WORK soon to 
come from the Oxford University Press, with 
an antique flavor, is a collection of essays by 
various scholars on “Bede and His Times,” 
prepared in connection with the twelve hun- 
dredth anniversary of the death of the Ven- 
erable Bede, the famous Saxon ecclesiastic 
who was the first to translate the Gospel of 
St. John into Anglo-Saxon. The editor is 
A. Hamilton Thompson, who has been Pro- 
fessor of History at Leeds University since 
1927, and among his contributors will be 
Dr. E. W. Watson, Sir Charles Peers, Pro- 
fessor Claude Jenkins, and Dr. Montague R. 
James, with the Bishop of Durham writing 
the Foreword. The exact place and date of 
the birth of Venerable Bede is not known. 
His death is recorded to have taken place in 
735. He was the author of homilies, lives 
of saints, hymns, works on chronology, epi- 
grams, grammar, and comments on the books 
of the Old and New Testament. 


“PRINTS AND PAINTINGS OF AMERICAN INTER 
EsT,” Catalog No. 245, just issued by Good- 
speed’s Book Shop, Inc., of Boston, contains 
a remarkable collection of rare American en- 
gravings, generally in fine condition, and de- 
scribed with great care. A unique and com- 
plete set of water color paintings of the 
Naval Actions of the War of 1812 by George 
C. Wales, a draughtsman of incomparable 
skill, comprises 19 paintings, 20 by 25 inches, 
all framed, priced at $4,000. Ship portraits by 
Mr. Wales are in the Library of Congress, 
the British Museum, the Victoria and Albert, 
and other museums of fine art and nautical 
history, such as the Peabody Museum of 
Salem and the Marine Museum of Stavan- 
ger, Norway. The catalog is profusely illus- 
trated with reproductions of rare historical 
engravings. 


THE CURRENT CATALOG (No. 507) of Bernard 
Quaritch Ltd., of London, comprising 784 
lots, “English Literature and History, includ- 
ing Translations, printed since the beginning 
of the Eighteenth Century together with 
Books from Modern Presses and Autograph 
Letters,’ contains many rare first editions, 
choice sets of English authors and books of 
special American interest. There is a remark- 
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able collection of books by, or connected with 
Herace Walpole, including a large collection 
of the productions of the Strawberry Hill 
Press, many of which are very scarce. 


A READER of the Boston Transcript reports 
that the grave of Nathaniel Hawthorne at 
Concord is “unkempt and uncared-for,” with 
a rusty and flimsy fence of chicken wire 
around the plot and no turf on the grave 
within the plot. Near by are the graves of 
the Alcotts and of Thoreau, all “well cared 
for.’ This announcement ought to be suf- 
ficient to secure action. Concord ought to 
have interest enough to take the initiative, 
for surely there will be plenty of support 
if those who honor the memory of the au- 
thor of “The Scarlet Letter” are given an 
opportunity.
